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olice Station 

Firebombed 
In St. Louis 

ST. LOUIS, Feb. 2 (AP) — A 
district police station that has 
twice been the target of night- 
rider gunfire was firebombed 
early today. A woman clerk 
was injured slightly in diving 
to the floor to escape the 
flames. 

Police said two incendiary 
devices were hurled through 
!r- e windows of the 

Ninth District Station in west 
ot. Louis. 

Lavita Pearson, 20, a civilian 
clerk, suffered a back injury. 
Police said the young woman 
is eight months pregnant. 

The bombs— described as 
pint wine bottles filled with 
flammable fluid-landed in 
the lobby between the front 
wall and the desk area. Dam- 
age was not extensive. 

The police station was fired 
on in September and again in 
early January. Both shooting 
incidents followed arrests of 
members of a militant group 
called the Black Liberators 
Police said there was no such 
arrest this time. 

The Ninth District has been 
the storm center of clashes be- 
tween police and militants. 

Charles Koen, formr prime 
minister of the Liberators, and 
Leon Dent, the current prime 1 
minister, fought with police-' 
men in the station late last 
year. The fight led to the 
suspension of two policemen 
and the reprimanding of four 
others.
